OV. STEPHENS 
PRESENTS MESSAGE 
10 LEGISLATURE 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., Jan, 18-—- 
Sweeping changes intended to simpli- 
fy and render more economical the 
discharge of the dtuies of the state 
were outlined by Governor Stephens 
in a special message to the legisla- 
ture. Hight bills accompanied the 
message, which, as the message re- 
cited, “deal with the subjects of gov- 
ernmental economy and_ efficiency, 
and the consolidation of many boards, 
commissions and other state agen- 
cies.” ‘ 

The bills, as explained by the gov- 
ernor, started with a measure pro- 
viding a new section of the political 
code, which would give power to the 
head of each department of state gov- 
ernment subject to the approval ot 
the government, to arrange and clas- 
sify the work, adopt necessary rules 
and regulations, and to assign to the 
employees such duties as may be 
conducive to the utmost efficiency. 
The message in full follows: 
To the Members of the Senate 

Assembly:

McDEVITT PROJECT

Among the different plans of re- 

establishing the disabled soldier of 

the late war into a suitable future 
occupation, one has been offered late- 
ly which is of considerable interest 
to those attending Chaffey Junior 
College. The plan is an effort on 
the part of Mr. MeDevitt of Impe- 
rial Valley, famed as a cotton king, 
to help meet the situation and to as- 
sist the disabled soldier and the gov- 
ernment in solving this very dif- 

ficult problem. F 

The McDevitt project, as the plan 

is now known, is well under way and 

on trial at the Tamarank ranch, 12 

miles northeast of El Centro. This 

is a ranch of 1200 cultivated acres, 
well equipped with machinery and 
stock. The working force from now 
on will consist of some service 
men, who will be under the supervi- 
sion and training of the former 
ranch managers. 

Cotton, grapes, milo maize, alfalfa, 
hogs, and cattle will be raised.

The proposition not only offers 
training under men who have suc- 
ceeded, but also an opportunity to 
obtain 25 to 50 acres of good cul- 
tivated, producing land in one_to 


two years with 50 per cent paid up. 
All profits aceruing from the sale of 
crops from the ranch will apply on 
the purchase price of the trainee’s 
future ranches. In addition to this, 
the training pay will be continued 
regularly. 


As the great productiveness of this 
fertile valley and the command of 
high prices for the early crops con- 
j tinue to add fame to this section.
